Ratification  sought  today 
for  ASBYU  re-appointment 


The  ASBYU  Executive  Council  will  meet 
this  afternoon  to  consider  ratification  of 
Robert  Jones,  junior  from  Salt  Lake  City, 
as  replacement  for  recently-elected  Student 
Relations  V.P.  Alan  Wilkins. 

Following  the  resignation  of  Joel 
Peterson,  Wilkins  has  been  given  the  nod  as 
the  new  ASBYU  Executive  Vice-President. 

Peterson  is  stepping  down  to  attend 
Harvard  next  year  as  a participant  in  its 
MBA  Program. 

“I  am  honored  to  have  been  elected  to 
the  office  of  Executive  Vice-President  of 
ASBYU  and  I regret  having  to  resign  from 
this  position  before  fulfilling  my 
obligation.  The  decision  to  run  for  this 
office  was  made  with  great  excitement  and 
hope  for  what  might  be  accomplished 
through  the  correlation  of  student 
government,  and  it  was  down  in  full  faith 
that  I would  be  a student  next  year  at 
BYU,”  related  Joel  Peterson  in  a 
resignation  statement  to  the  Daily  Universe 
yesterday. 

“The  circumstances  that  provoked  my 
decisions  are  multiple.  Most  relevant, 
however,  are  simultaneous  acceptance  to 
the  Harvard  MBA  Program  and  unexpected 
difficulties  in  being  accepted  into  the  BYU 
graduate  program  I desired,”  Peterson  said. 
” Although  the  final  decision  to  go  to 
Harvard  next  year  need  not  be  made  until 
August,  I feel  it  only  fair  to  resign  and 
thereby  allow  my  replacement  the 
opportunity  of  orientation  and  a summer's 
work  of  preparation.” 

ASBYU  President  Reed  Wilcox  related 
that  he  had  been  aware  of  the  possibility  of 
Peterson’s  going  to  Harvard  earlier  in  the 
year.  However,  before  the  election, 
Peterson  received  a letter  from  the  school 
denying  him  admission  into  the  graduate 
program  there,  Wilcox  said. 

Peterson  then  decided  definitely  to  stay 
in  Provo  and  work  toward  a Master’s 
degree  in  Organizational  Behavior  at  BYU. 


he  continued.  The  two  then  went  ahead 
with  campaign  plans  on  the  correlation 
platform.  However,  two-thirds  of  the  way 
through  the  elections.  Peterson  received  a 
second  letter  from  Harvard  informing  him 
he  had  been  accepted  to  its  graduate 
school. 

“We  felt  that  he  would  stay  here  and 
work  in  this  other  graduate  program  at 
BYU  next  year,”  Wilcox  explained. 
“About  two  weeks  ago,  however,  it  became 
apparent  that  Joel  would  not  be  accepted 
to  the  BYU  graduate  program  because  he 
lacked  experience  in  business. 

After  lengthy  talks  with  faculty  members 
and  Church  leaders,  Peterson  informed 
Wilcox  of  his  intention  to  leave  next  year. 
This  was  14  days  ago  according  to  Wilcox, 
who  then  began  to  consider  possible 
replacements. 

After  “many  hours  of  serious 
consideration”  Wilcox  decided  that  Alan 
Wilkins,  recently  elected  Student  Relations 
V.P.  should  be  his  new  Executive 
Vice-President.  Wilkins  was  ratified  last 
Wednesday  at  an  Executive  Council 
meeting. 

“I  felt  that  Alan  should  be  involved  in 
choosing  his  replacement,”  said  Wilcox 
who  then,  with  Wilkins  began  the  search 
for  a new  Student  Relations  V.P. 

“After  prayerful  consideration  of  the 
matter,  we  compared  our  choices  and 
found  they  were  the  same- Rob  Jones.  I 
have  known  Rob  only  a short  time,  but  I 
am  sure  that  he  is  the  ri^t  person  for  the 
office,  as  I am  sure  that  Alan  is  the  right 
replacement  for  Joel,”  Wilcox  commented. 
“I  am  absolutely  sure  that  time  will  prove 
this  to  be  true.”

College  of  Design  in  Los  Angeles, 
where  he  graduated  in  1968  with 
“Great  Distinction,”  the 
institution’s  highest  honor.  He 
also  filled  an  LDS  mission  to  the 
Great  Lakes. 


Hatch  believes  that  man  needs 
to  make  plans  to  better  utilize  the 
environment.  That’s  why  he  chose 
to  work  on  ideas  for  new  cities 
and  new  ways  of  moving  masses 
of  people. 

It  is  his  philosophy  that  a good 
designer  must  provide— both  in 
the  environment  and  in  other 
things  — “an  atmosphere  that  is 
functional,  pleasing,  and 
aesthetic.” 

He  adds  that  a designer  “is  not 
judged  necessarily  by  his  ability  to 
draw  or  by  the  way  he  renders  his 
idea.  Drawing  and 
rendering— these  are  his  tools  as 
much  as  a hammer  and  nails  are  a 
carpenter’s.  What  a designer  is 
judged  on  are  the  ideas  he  selects 
to  present.” 

His  philosophy  is  evident  in  his 
work.  He  believes  that  the 
industrial  designer  has  a 
responsibility  to  the  public  as 
much  as  he  does  to  himself.

dissatisfaction  and  abuse  of  the 
old  ride  board  resulted  in  a move 
by  the  Student  Relations  Office 
to  bring  the  board  to  the  fourth 
floor,  where  it  would  be  better 
cared  for  and  more  serviceable  to 
the  students. 

At  the  same  time,  a phone-in 
ride  service  was  started.  Students 
who  prefer  to  call  in  have  their 
names  and  phone  numbers  logged 
according  to  the  region  of  the 
country.  When  transportation— a 
ride  or  passengers-is  needed, 
students  need  only  call  in  and 
Mrs.  Parker  will  furnish  a list  of 
names  to  fill  their  request. 

The  ride  board  also  arranges  car 
pools  for  students  who  regularly 
commute  to  and  from  Salt  Lake 
City. 

Since  the  ride  service  b so 
heavily  used,  particularly  during 
vacation  times,  Mrs.  Parker  often 
finds  her  time  taxed  by  students 
who  call  for  ride  information  but 
who  are  unprepared  to  take  the 
message  or  who  require  several 
repetitions  of  names  and  numbers. 

'During  busy  times,  Mrs.  Parker 
is  answering  calls  on  three 
different  lines.  “I  didn’t  get  to 
leave  my  desk  or  do  a thing  for 
about  ten  hours  one  day.  mostly 
because  of  unnecessary  waiting 
and  confusion  on  the  part  of  the 
students,”  she  said. 

Another  camplaint  is  that 
students  who  have  regbtered  with 
the  ride  board  fail  to  call  back 
after  they  have  made  their  plans 
and  have  their  name  removed 
from  the  Ibt.  So  their  name  will 
be  given  out  again  and  again, 
although  they  have  made  other 
arrangements. 

To  better  insure  a ride  after 
arrangements  have  been  made 
with  a driver  or  passenger,  Mrs. 
Parker  encourages  riders  to  make 
a deposit  with  the  driver.  She 
cited  several  instances  in  which 
drivers  had  backed  out  at  the  last 
minute,  leaving  students  without  a 
ride.  Likewise,  a rider  may 
withdraw,  making  it  difficult  for 
the  others  to  make  a trip  if  a 
substitute  caiv’t  be  found.

New  solutions  to  old  problem

Obscene  phone  callers— your 
number  is  up! 

BYU  Security,  Mountain  Bell 
Telephone  Company,  and  now 
your  future  victims  have  an 
answer  that  might  not  be  as 
fulfilling  as  those  of  the  past. 


According  to  an  article 
appearing  in  the  Arizona  State 
University  newspaper  on  May  1 1 , 
1971,  Mountain  Bell  Telephone 
has  introduced  the  “Nuisance 
Caller  Trap”  to  trace  numbers  of 
obscene  callers.  Already  one  caller 
has  been  apprehended  with  seven 
more  investigations  in  progress. 

Mountain  Bell  also  prints  a 
pamphlet  of  suggestions  for 
handling  annoying  calls.  The  first 
suggestion  is  to  hang  up. 
“Obscene  callers  usually  want  the 
satisfaction  of  hearing  a tone  of 
terror  or  anger  from  their 
victims,”  said  Mrs.  Roland  of 
Provo’s  telephone  office. 
“Hanging  up  gives  them  no 
satisfaction  and  probably  will 
discourage  them  from  calling 
again.” 


If  the  complaint  goes  through 
the  phone  company  in  Provo,  the 
“Line  Verification  Match”  trap  is 
connected  to  the  subscriber’s 
phone,  said  Dave  Chapman, 
Mountain  Bell’s  “annoying  phone 
calls”  man. 

The  LVN  is  the  newest 
equipment  available,  he  said. 
“Since  there  can  be  no  recording 
made  of  the  calls,  we  tie  this  to 
the  subscriber’s  line.  It  records 
where  the  call  starts  from,  what

time  it  starts,  what  cable  and 
switching  unit  it  goes  through, 
where  and  what  time  it 
terminates,”  said  Chapman. 

The  “Pen  Register”  makes  a 
record  of  each  call  that  comes 
into  a line  telling  the  number  at 
which  the  call  originates.  After 
three  verifications  of  the 
originating  number,  the  case  is 
turned  over  to  the  appropriate  law 
enforcement  agency  (Provo,  Orem 
or  BYU). 


What  if  the  calls  continue?  In 
such  cases  Captain  Swen  Nielsen 
of  BYU  Security  said  that  it  is 
very  important  that  the  calls  be 
reported  to  the  Security  Office. 
“If  two  or  three  or  more  girls  call 
in  with  information  establishing  a 
pattern  by  a particular  caller,  it  is 
more  likely  that  we  can 
apprehend  him,”  he  said. 

Sgt.  Fletcher,  also  of  Security, 
encourages  girls  to  find  out  as 
much  information  about  the  caller 
as  possible.  A name,  an  address,  a 
phone  number,  or  anything  will 
help  track  him  down,  he  said.  If 
possible,  the  girls  should  try  to  set 
up  a date  with  the  caller.  “If  you 
can  arrange  to  meet  him  some 
place,  call  Security.  Tell  them 
when  and  where  you  are  to  meet 
him  so  they  can  be  there  to 
apprehend  him,”  said  Fletcher. 

“The  main  problem  at  BYU,” 
said  Nielsen,  “is  that  too  many 
girls  just  pass  it  off.”  With  this 
common  response  the  calls  go  on 
from  one  number  to  another,  the 
caller  gets  his  “thing”  done,  and 
more  coeds  are  angered, 
embarrassed,  and  puzzled  over 
“why  me?” 

Based  on  the  frequency  and 
seriousness  of  the  calls.  Security 
can  place  a “tapper”  on  the 
victim’s  line  to  assist  in  tracing 
and  identifying  a caller,  Nielsen 
said.

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Stars  clinch  ABA  title

The  Utah  Stars  brought  its  1971 
ABA  season  to  a close  yesterday, 
and  with  it  gave  the  state  of  Utah 
its  first  professional  basketball 
championship,  as  the  Stars 
downed  the  Kentucky  Colonels 
131-121. 

Utah  started  off  quickly  and 
built  up  an  8 point  lead,  11-3, 
before  Kentucky  was  able  to  call 
time  out  and  regroup  its  forces. 

The  Colonels  then  ignited 
behind  the  torrid  shooting  of  Dan 
Issel  to  catch,  and  overtake  Utah, 
32-28  at  the  conclusion  of  the 
first  quarter. 

The  Stars,  however,  came 
roaring  back  the  second  quarter 
behind  the  fine  outside  shooting 
of  Glen  Combs  and  Zelmo  Beaty, 
to  outscore  the  Colonels,  33-22, 
to  take  a 61-54  halftime 
advantage. 

At  the  onset  of  the  third 
quarter  the  Stars,  seemed  a little 
sluggish.  But  Merv  Jackson 
quickly  cured  that  ailment,  as  he 
hit  three  straight  hoops,  to  surge 
Utah  to  an  86-76  lead  with  3:56 
remaining  in  the  quarter. 

Kentucky’s  Darrell  Carrier  kept 
the  Colonels  in  the  game  by 
hitting  on  three  consecutive 
25-footers,  which  cut  the  Utah 
lead  to  98-90  at  the  end  of  three 
quarters  of  play. 

Kentucky  won  the  opening 
tip-off  to  start  the  final  quarter, 
and  drove  down  court  to  score  on 
a 10-footer  by  Issel.  The  Stars, 
however,  then  went  repeatedly  to 
Beaty  who  muscled  his  way  under 
the  Kentucky  basket  to  score 
three  unmolested  lay-ins  to  run 
the  Stars  lead  to  114-107,  with 
five  minutes  remaining. 


Utah’s  Austin  (Red)  Robbins  (21)  throughout  the  season  has 
been  one  of  the  main  cogs  in  the  Star’s  attack.  Robbins,  in 
addition  to  being  an  outstanding  defensive  player,  is  also  capable 
of  scoring  as  he  illustrates  by  going  over  Wayne  Hightower  (35)  to 
score.

Speaking  from  my  own  experience,  let  me  put  some  important  items 
into  perspective. 

STUDENT  GOVERNMENT  IS  NOT  AT  ALL  WHAT  THE 
MAJORITY  OF  BYU  STUDENTS  THINK  IT  IS.  The  ELWC  fourth 
floor  is  not  a center  for  power-hungry,  socially-elite  friends  of  friends 
who  seek  activities  with  a foremost  purpose  of  feeding  their  personal 
ego. 

STUDENT  GOVERNMENT  IS  A LABORATORY-Student 
Government  is  a laboratory  set  up  with  the  same  relative  objectives  as 
any  other  laboratory  on  campus.  Those  objectives  are  to  provide 
experience  with  real  things.  The  student  government  laboratory  invites 
all  students  to  use  its  facilities,  advisers  and  other  resources.  Students 
from  every  department  can  complement  their  education  by  availing 
themselves  of  its  resources.  This  laboratory  is  designed  to  thrive  on  the 
creativity  of  as  many  students  as  possible.  The  breadth  of  the  ASBYU 
operation  is  large  compared  to  other  universities.  Therefore,  the  student 
government  laboratory  invites  all  students  to  make  a contribution  and 
to  make  some  mistakes  to  learn  their  strong  and  weak  points  before 
employment  depends  upon  it. 

Some  of  the  real  things  student  goverrunent  deals  with  which  are  not 
possible  to  simulate  in  the  classroom  are: 

a.  Problems  involving  people,  time  and  money  that  don’t  end  when 
you  close  your  textbook. 

b.  Decisions  that  you  have  to  live  with. 

c.  Actions  being  interpreted  and  reported  by  the  public  media. 

d.  Leadership  development, 

STUDENT  FUNDS  are  generated  from  tuition  fees.  The  University 
has  authorized  $11  per  full-time  student  per  school  year.  Eleven  dollars 
buys  four  down-town  movie  tickets  or  two  trips  to  Salt  Lake  City  or 
one  and  a half  Banyans.  It  can  be  earned  after  seven  hours  of  campus 
employment  or  less  in  a typical  summer  job.  Thus  the  individual 
sacrifice  is  small,  but  all  the  small  sacrifices  together  equal  $250,000. 
Of  this,  $2  per  student,  or  $50,000,  is  transferred  directly  to  Xhs  Daily 
Universe  to  pay  in  essence  each  student’s  subscription. 

The  responsibility  for  the  disposition  of  the  remaining  $200,000  is 
given  to  the  Executive  Council  composed  of  elected  student  body 
officers.  In  addition  to  the  $200,000,  revenue  from  dances  and  name 
concerts  provides  additional  funds  of  approximately  $100,000.  This 
additional  amount  is  intended  to  cover  costs  of  dance  bands, 
decorations,  set-up,  publicity  and  name  performers.  This  amount  comes 
at  the  discretion  of  each  student  when  he  decides  to  purchase  tickets. 
Therefore,  these  funds  are  derived  at  the  discretion  of  each  student  and 
are  used  to  cover  the  costs  of  the  activity  the  student  has  chosen. 

In  reality,  only  $200,000  is  controlled  by  the  Executive  Council.  Of 
this  $200,000,  approximately  $120,000,  or  60  per  cent,  has 
destinations  which  are  relatively  constant  from  year  to  year.  These 
destinations,  based  on  the  1971-72  budget,  include  the  following.
